Mr Hammarskjold, in a} 
letter addressed to the French 
Foreign Minister from Tunis 
yesterday, had suggested ‘ the 
possibility of his coming to 
‘aris after his visit to Tunis. 


But the Government, at a 
council of Ministers presided 
by General de Gaulle, took the 
view that normally . the 
Seerctary - General of the 
United Nations only visited 
member governments when 
mandated to do fo by a resolu- 
tion duly adopt by the 
Security Council or the United 
Nations Assembly. 


Not the case 


This did not appear to be the 
case so far as Mr Hammarsk- 
jold's visit to Tunls was con- 
cerned, it was revealed. It was 
recalled that Mr Hammarskjold 
had himself described his visit 
as personal when he arrived in 
Tunis on Monday. 


The Government authorised 
the Foreign Minister, Mr 
Maurice Couve de Murville, to 
reply to Mr Hammarskjold ‘on 
these lines, 


Mr Hammarskjold had written 


Airport (which, incidental- 
ly, coat BOAC some £3,500,- 
000), the unscemliness of 
the episode stands out all 
the more.

There is ‘no doubt of the 

widespread Communist in- 
fluence in British trade 
unloniam today.

Complaint 


Both letters were read by 
Forelgn Ministry spokesman Mr 
Pierre Baraduc, at a haatlly 
called news conference tonight. 


Mr Baoraduc sald the govern- 
ment decided to publish the 
letters because of what he 
called tendentlous ntwe  con- 
cerning France at the United 
Nations, 


Mr Hammarskjold in his Iet- 
ter, coraplained he had received 
no official communication on 
any actlon taken by France to 
comply wlth the Sccurity Coun- 
ceil resolution. , 

“The = present in 
Bizerta causes me the gravest 
concern,” he wrote. 

“In view of the fact that, 
more than two days after the 
Security Council's decision, no 
Progress has been noted con- 
cerning the withdrawal of the 
armed forces os asked by the 
Council! as an essential comple- 
ment to the ceasefire itself.” 

Mr Hemmarskjold said that, 
shaving heard the Tunisian view 
of the situation, it was desirable 
for him to have ‘corresponding 
information - regarding the 
French attitude ond he asked 
for it urgently. .
